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Apparatus comprising a solvent and/or a solute inlet having 
a fluidising unit which creates a vortex in the solvent 
and/or solute, in particular suitable for the leaching of 
ore.

Apparatus comprising a solvent and/or a solute inlet having 
a fluidising unit which creates a vortex in the solvent 
and/or solute, in particular suitable for dissolving salt 
(solute) in water (solvent).

Apparatus comprising a solvent and/or a solute inlet having 
a fluidising unit which creates a vortex in the solvent 
and/or solute, in particular suitable for use with edible or 
potable solute in the food and drink industries. 



4. claims: 9-10 

Apparatus comprising a solvent and/or a solute inlet having 
a fluidising unit which creates a vortex in the solvent 
and/or solute, in particular suitable for pressurised 
treatment of seeds prior to sowing. 
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
